“  Mr.  T.  H.  H - ,”  says  Bi.shop  Jebb,  “  was  the 

relater  of  it  to  me,  in  the  year  18*20.  ‘  When  very 

young,’  said  he,  ‘  I  unhappily  had  access  to  a  circu¬ 
lating  library  stored  with  German  novels  and  other  in¬ 
fidel  publications.  The  consequence  was,  that  I  be¬ 
came  a  thorough-paced  unbeliever;  still,  however, 
continuing  diligent  in  business,  and  to  the  utmost  of 
my  power  supporting,  by  my  exertions  as  a  scriveper 
and  laborious  literary  drudge,  a  family  of  young  and 
helpless  orphan  brothers  and  sisters  of  mine.  Forced, 
prematurely,  to  break  off  my  school  studies  at  Christ’s 
Hospital,  that  I  might  earn  a  livelihood  for  myself  and 
them,  I  still  snatched  an  hour,  when  I  could,  for  das* 
sical  reading ;  and  one  day  I  met,  and  took  up,  “  Leland 
on  the  Advantage  and  Necessity  of  the  Christian  Re¬ 
ligion.”  My  object  in  doing  so  was  any  thing  but  re¬ 
ligions.  I  wished,  in  fact,  merely  to  read  the  I.atin 
and  Greek  quotations  scattered  over  the  bonk.  Some 
passages,  however,  from  one  of  the  fathers  struck  my 
eye.  I  read  them,  and  suddenly  asked  myself,  “What 
if  Christianity  were  after  all  to  prove  true?  Aye,  what 
would  then  become  of  me  7"  I  was  thus  led  to  examine 
the  book,  and  by  tho  ble.^sing  of  God,  ns  I  had  read 
myself  into  infidelity,  so  I  was  enabled  lo  read  myself 
out  of  it  1  then,  at  intervals  stolen  from  sleep  and 
labour,  went  through  a  long  course  of  biblical  study.’”

the  intoxicating  cup  again.’  And  God  was  so  kind 
that  he  took  that  thirst  all  away,  and  I  have  nut  drank 
a  drop  since;  and  it  was  made  known  to  me  that  my 
former  sins  of  intoxication  would  all  be  forgiven,  if  I 
went  my  way  and  sinned  no  more.  So  we  see,  if  we 
ask  God  to  help  us,  he  will. 

Another  remark  of  his  is  worthy  of  notice.  “  I  used 
lo  be  very  profane;  and  I  have  been  thinking  that  it 
is  not  enough  to  break  off  one  bad  thing;  but  I  must 
break  off  all ;  so  now,  when  any  thing  vexes  me,  and 
I  am  afraid  I  shall  speak  bad  words,  I  won’t  say  any 
thing,  then  I  shall  be  sure  not  to  speak  wrong.” 

We  see  in  the  case  oftliisold  man,  the  influence  of 
a  father's  counsel;  long  afler  he  was  dead,  the  voice 
of  his  father  sounded  in  his  ears  and  had  a  powerful 
influence  on  him.  We  see,  likewise,  the  benefit  of 
being  acquainted  with  the  word  of  God.  It  was  there 
he  learnt  that  no  drnnkaid  could  inherit  eternal  life. 
It  was  from  the  Bible  he  gained  strength  to  resist  the 
devil  when  tempted  ;  and  there  he  learned  that  his 
sins,  though  great,  might  be  forgiven.

IIISTOUIC  DOUBTS. 

Several  years  ago,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Whalely,  late  prin¬ 
cipal  of  St.  Alban’s  Hall,  now  Archbi.shop  of  Dublin, 
published  a  pamphlet  under  the  singular  title,  of  His¬ 
toric  doubts  relative  lo  the  late  Napoleon  Bonaparte. 
The  reputation  of  Dr.  Whalely,  as  a  logical  reasoncr 
with  powers  of  the  first  order,  has  been  abundantly  es¬ 
tablished  by  other  publications  of  greater  size,  but  in 
nothing,  perhaps,  has  he  ever  shown  more  adroitness 
and  penetration  than  in  this.  He  assumes  such  prin¬ 
ciples,  respecting  the  credibility  of  facts  dependent 
upon  testimony,  as  were  in8inuate<l  and  abetted  by  the 
sophistry  of  David  Hume  and  the  Eilingburgh  Review. 
Proceeding  on  the  assumptions  which  they  atilhorizo, 
he  absolutely  disproves  and  sets  at  nanglil  the  very 
existence  of  such  a  being  as  Napoleon  Bonaparte!  He 
does  it  with  such  sure  but  noiseless  logic,  never  dis¬ 
turbing  the  quietude  of  an  infidel  reader  by  any  omi¬ 
nous  references  to  the  Bible,  that  before  such  a  reader 
is  aware,  he  is  led  to  conclusions,  which  compel  him 
to  pronounce  his  own  preaaises  ridiculously  false,  or  to 
admit  that  testimony  may  prove  facts,  quite  os  remote 
as  those  of  Christianity,  and  for  which  there  can  be 
advanced  not  half  the  testimony  perhaps,  which  sub¬ 
stantiates  the  facts  of  the  New  Testament. 

It  is  surprising,  that  such  an  invaluable,  and  withal 
most  eurious  little  treatise,  has  not  met  with  a  better 
fate  from  the  American  public.  Some  lime  ago,  it 
had  reached  a  fourth  edition  in  England.  A  reprint 
was  made  from  that  edition,  by  James  Munroe,  Jr.  and 
Co.  of  Boston  ;  but  it  did  not  sell  as  was  expected.  It 
is  presumed  that  copies  might  be  obtained  from  the 
publishers,  for  about  one  dollar  a  dozen.  Their  dis¬ 
semination  would  do  much  good  in  this  skeptical  age.

But  if  w-e  believe  what 
God  has  told  us  in  his  Word,  we  shall  be  very  careful '  - 
to  do  what  God  commands  us  to  do.  The  sailor  goes 
away  on  the  great  waters,  and  works  hard  and  faithful¬ 
ly,  because  he  has  faith  to  believe  the  captain  will  pay 
him.  So  we  must  have  faith  in  the  promises  of  God, 
if  we  would  serve  him  and  please  him. 

2.  Faith  makes  us  good. 

The  apostles  went  eveiy  where  preaching  the  Go.s- 
pcl,  though  they  were  hated,  and  stoned,  and  put  in 
prison,  and  put  to  death,  because  they  believed  God, 
and  had  faith  in  his  Word,  that  whoever  will  repent 
and  love  Chri  t,  shall  be  saved;  and  whrscever  will 
not  shall  be  lost  fiir  ever.  It  is  the  faith  which  led 
them  on  to  endure  such  sufferings,  that  leads  good 
men  now  to  go  to  the  heathen,  and  preach  to  them, 
and  die  among  them.  It  is  the  faith  in  God  that  leads 
good  men  lo  preach,  to  have  Bible  Societies,  and  to 
make  great  efforts,  and  take  great  pains,  to  have  all 
men  every  where  know,  and  believe,  and  obey  the 
Bible.  It  is  the  faith  that  leads  the  praying  mother  to 
come  to  the  bed  of  her  little  child,  and  hear  him  say 
his  prayers  before  he  shuts  his  eyes  in  sleep 
faith  that  comforts  the  dying  mother  as  she  leaves  this 
world,  and  leaves  her  dear  children  behind  without 
any  mother.  I  once  visited  a  dying  mother,  who  had 
this  faith  in  Christ ;  and  after  she  had  called  her  chil¬ 
dren  around  her  bed,  and  had  taken  each  one  by  the 
hand,  and  had  given  each  her  advice  and  her  blessing, 
and  had  bidden  them  farewell,  and  was  then  too  much 
exhausted  to  speak  aloud,
